.balances favorable to the United States and the 
shipping of foreign gold to this country to meet] 
these trade debits have enormously increased the 
supply of money. The value of gold in European 
countries has fallen below the mint price in the 
United States, so that the foreign governments.' 
the heaviest purchasers of American goods, have 
preferred to send their gold here in the form of 
bullion. By so doing they have reaped a substan- 
tial profit on their gold. 


As a result of the inflated supply the gold dollar 


buys less of other articles of commerce than it for- 
merly did. Prof. Fisher's antidote for this nude- 
sired effect is to change Uie mint price of gold in j 
conformity with 1he changes in the purchasing ] 
power of a gold ounce. He'would have the weight' 
of the dollar vary in accordance ''with an index 
number based upon the current prices of all com- 
modities." This done, the gold dollar would always 
purchase the same quantity of other commodities, 
theoretically. 
The government would compute 


monthly the ''index number' 011 the basis of all 
prices, and on this basis the mint would authorize 
the changed rating of the gold dollar. 


Under conditions in which gold coin circulates! 


freely and is a substantial part of 1he money in 
circulation, this system obviously would encounter 
(liiiK-uilies. A .s\&ieui of muiing in dollars wouiu, 
inevitably arise. 
A dollar of one coinage period] 


would be worth more than the coinage of another, I 
or less, as the mint rate might determine. A 1918! 
dollar might be worth §1.03 cents of a 1920 dollar. 
Under such a condition the gold dollar would not 
be even a fictitious standard of values, but a mul- 
tiple of standards. 


Prof. Fisher's remedy for this is to stop the! 


literal physical circulation of gold coin. He would! 
have ii circulate exclusively through paper reprc-: 
sentatives. as in fact it largely does ai present.! 
The miner upon delivering his bullion at the mint j 
would get an equivalent in gold certificates. Thisj 
would necessitate, although Prof. Fisher does not i 
mention the fact, the fictitious assumption on the; 
part of the government that all the bullion it held 
as security for its gold certificates was of a u n i - j 
form value.
